Hundreds of people have visited the 
cave which has been discovered on the 
Loueks farm east of York. 
This cave 
promises to become a show 
place 
in 
course of time. 


Recent 
explorations 
of 
the 
cave 
prove it to he of g rea ter 
extent 
and 
beauty than was first thought 
w*hen 
Benjamin Minnich came upon 
one 
of 
the chambers while 
prospecting 
for 
limestone several weeks ago. 
George 
Figdore and Franklin Minnich 
equip­ 
ped with lanterns and ropes, explored 
the cave last S atu rd a y and were able 
to proceed farth er than any of the pre­ 
vious exploring parties. 
They 
made 
th eir way through the various 
cham ­ 
bers for a distance of 
580 
feet 
and 
they declare th a t it would have 
been 
possible for them to have gone 
to 
a 
g re a te r distance had they had 
equip­ 
ped for further exploration. 
They were able 
to 
inspect 
many* 
large and 
beautiful chambers. 
They 
observed that the 
stalactites 
Hearne 
more beautiful 
and more 
fantastical 
in their formations the farther 
they 
advanced into the interior. It was also 
found that the eave, 
a f te r they 
had 
proceeded 200 feet, is free of accumu­ 
lations of water. There 
was no more 
moisture than that found in the aver­ 
ag e cellar end some of the 
chambers 
are as dry as rooms above ground. 
The extent of the eave is such 
that 
in the course of 
their 
investigations 
the turn men 
became 
separated 
and 
some time elapsed before they 
again 
met though they could hear each oth­ 
e r ’? shouts. The stalagmite, which re­ 
sembles a castle and 
is 
located 200 
feet from the entrance, 
had 
hitherto 
been re garde*1 as the most curious for­ 
mation in the cave. It is said to be s u r ­ 
passed by m any 
of 
the 
formations 
found by the explorers 
at a 
greater 
db*Lance in the interior. 
Both Fig dore 
and Minnich are 
enthusiastic in their 
descriptions of the underground won­ 
ders they beheld. 
Figdore intends to make further ex ­ 
plorations. it 
is his 
opinion that 
he 
will he able to penetrate the 
caverns 
♦o a far 
g re a te r depth than 580 feet. 
He will lead a well equipped party and 
as the party proceeds 
they will make 
accurate measurements. 
E. WL Loucks, on whose 
farm 
the 
cave is located, has had visits from 
a 
number of men of scientific knowledge 
who a re interested in 
the 
clay 
de­ 
posits on the farm. 
Some of the clays 
found near the rnouth of the cave are 
considered to lie rich in aluminum.
